electrode formed at the lower portion of the row axis of said transparent electrode, the 
above in combination with the row electrode which is concerned in the discharge of two 
adjacent column-direction cell groups by interaction with two other electrodes adjacent 
in the column direction, and, the column electrode is positioned on a column axis of said 
projecting electrode part.
